The men
who ship with great tows of coal have hard,
dangerous and exposed labor before them.
In consequence the boat stores, as a gene
thing, turn in big bills after the fleet gels
away. They are paid promptly snd with-
out murmur.

Big Risks Run by the Shippers,

“It was a tremendous risk we ran this
fall,” maid & coal shipper. *Never in the
history of the coal trade was there so much
large craft londed st this sesaon of the vear.
Just think of it. Our firm alone had 756
boats Iying in the river, all loaded ready
for the shipment long before it came
Usually we wait for spring to untilize that
size of craft and we generally filled them
for New Orleans. Bat this vear the dry
wenather prevented a rise for months, and as

available eraft became ecarcer, and our
neighbors went on loading, and our miners
had to be provided with employment to
keep them from starving—with all these
things foreing us on, why, we jost turned
in and loaded all the boats we had as well
as barges. -
“Recently I laid awake at nights think-
ing of what distrastrous results would follow
from that sudden rise in the South which
we all fenred so much. In the ordinary
condition of*things, when only barges are
loaded, the bresking loose of a harge or two
wonld be a small matter, even at head-
waters. But let a fleet of those heavy
‘boats’ let go sbove, and they would have
spread desirnetion alcmi the whole river.
A ‘boat’ load of coal sinking meant greater
finnucial loss of conrse, than & ‘barge’ Joad.
